Kiwanians  and  asserted,  **It  is  no 
accident  that  serious  campus 
troubles  appear  almost 
simultaneously  in  many  colleges 
throughout  the  land.  Nor  is  it  a 
mere  chance  happening  that 
recently  a number  of  agitators  have 
been  observed  making  the  rounds 
of  different  colleges  in  order  to 
brew  campus  trouble  wherever 
they  go.” 

He  said  they  use  the  time-worn 
communist  method  of  discovering 
sore-spots,  which  they  can  proceed 
to  inflame  to  the  point  of 
explosion,  with  the  aim  of 
destroying  what  they  call  the  ruling 
structure  or  establishment.

Superior  Court  Judge  Herbert  V, 
Walker  told  the  seven  men  and  five 
women  on  the  jury  they  could  have 
their  husbands  and  wives  visit  them 
in  their  hotel  until  Sunday  night. 

When  the  jury  returns  it  must 
choose  between  San  Quentin’s 
pea-green  gas  chamber  or  a life 
term  in  a suite  of  rooms  set  aside 
for  Sirhan  at  the  medical  facility  at 
Vacaville. 


more  powers  of  administration, 
hope  to  get  some  for  themselves. 

“And  with  parents  who  have 
themselves  been  raised  by  the 
half-baked  psychology  of 
permissiveness,  it  is  little  to  be 
wondered  at  that  so  many  young 
people  resent  any  authority.” 

The  educator  asserted,  “We  need 
men  at  the  helm  who  will  promptly 
call  the  police  to  the  campus  to 
quell  a riot  and  who  will,  with 
equal  promptness,  eject  the 
revolutionary  troublemakers, 
nipping  them  in  the  bud  instead  of 
letting  them  get  out  of  hand.  We 
need  more  permanent  suspensions 
in  matters  like  this!” 

Turning  to  faculty  blame  he  said, 
“If  any  professor  does  not  like  the 
way  things  are  being  run,  and  he 
has  exhausted  every  legitimate 
channel,  he  should  have  the 
integrity  that  would  lead  him  to 
resign.” 

On  the  other  hand,  he  asserted, 
communists  have  no  place  on  a 
college  faculty  and  should  not  be 
permitted  to  hide  behind  the  cry  of 
academic  freedom.  “There  is  no 
academic  freedom  to  destroy  the 
freedom  of  others.” 

Dr.  Wilkinson  urged  college 
administrators  to  be  aware  of  the 
infiltration  and  activities  of  hidden 
subversives  who  would  destroy  not 
only  the  college  but  also  the 
freedom  of  all,  then  to  remove  such 
threats  before  they  become  a major 
issue.  He  suggested  also  that 
colleges  and  universities  should 
keep  their  own  houses  clean  and 
remove  sore-spots,  including 
imustices  and  incompetencies. 

“One  of  the  more  important 
things  that  a college  can  do  is  to  get 
its  values  straight.  Instead  of 
wallowing  around  in  a morass  of 
sickly  relativism,  the 
administration  must  rediscover 
what  the  college  is  meant  to  stand 
for  and  set  sail  in  that  direction  in 
no  uncertain  terms.  Eternal 
principles  must  be  found  again,  and 
again  become  the  guiding  stars  of 
our  educational  aaft.”

Amendment  VI  needs  to  pass  to 
assure  an  effective  working 
relationship  between  the  two 
officers,  said  ASBYU  President

Voting  on  the  amendments  and 
candidates  continues  today  at 
booths  in  the  McKay  Bldg.,  Jesse 
Knight  Bldg.,  Wilkinson  Center 
Reception  Area,  Cannon  Center 
and  Deseret  Center  from  9 a.m.  to 
4 p.m. 

‘The  student  body  decreed  on 
March  7 that  the  executive  vice 
president  ‘shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Council, 
assist  the  student  president,  preside 
in  his  absence,  and  shall  become 
president  in  the  event  that  the 
office  becomes  vacant,”  Richards 
reiterated. 

“The  only  way  the  executive  v. 
p.  can  fulfil]  his  obligations  is  by 
cooperating  closely  with  the 
ASBYU  president,”  Richards  said. 

While  the  majority  of  student 
leaders  agree  that  the  president  and 
vice  president  must  cooperate, 
many  feel  that  putting 
Amendment  VI  before  the 
students  in  this  primary  election  is 
bad  timing. 

“Both  of  us  oppose  bickering  for 
this  office  at  election  time,”  said 
executive  v,  p.  candidate  Veston 
Thomas. 

“We’ve  both  been  duly 
nominated,  and  have  spent  time 
and  money  on  our  campaigns,” 
said  Ken  Murdock,  the  other 
executive  v.  p.  candidate. 

“Before  campaigns  started,” 
Richards  said,  “both  executive 
veep  candidates  were  warned  of  the 
possibility  that  Amendment  VI 
might  be  submitted.

Protestors  argue  that  military 
training  has  no  place  in  an 
academic  institution . But  why  not? 
If  engineers,  mathematicians  and 
journalists  can  be  trained  in 
universities,  why  can’t  people  who 
want  to  make  military  a career  be 
trained  there? 

Those  supporters  who  want  to 
abolish  ROTC  defend  themselves 
by  saying  “Academia’s  traditional 
function  is  to  provide  critical 
thinking  about  man  and  his  society 
aloof  from  partisan  or  superficid 
considerations.” 

That’s  a shallow  argument  if  I’ve 
ever  heard  one.  Every  subject  has 
its  appeal  to  specific  interests.  A 
geologist  is  interested  in  rocks— a 


music  major  in  songs—and  an  artist 
in  paintings.  So  why  is  it  immoral 
for  some  to  be  interested  in 
military  science? 

Ah,  but  then  the  protestors  come 
on  with  something  like, 
“Universities  subsidize  the  brutal 
militarism  of  the  outside  world.” 
Yes,  military  efforts  are  often 
brutal— especially  when  it  comes  to 
fighting  a war— but  the  basic 
purpose  of  the  military  is  to 
maintain  peace  and  stop  aggressors. 

One  thing  that  does  stand  out  as 
a conflict  between  the  Military 
ROTC  efforts  and  the  trend  of 
teaching  in  higher  institutions  of 
learning  is  that  the  military  tries  to 
teach  discipline  while  the 
universities  are  trying  to  excuse  it. 

Looking  at  the  ROTC  situation 
at  BYU,  there  is  fortunately  a 
concurrent  effort  to  teach 
discipline  in  the  Army  and  Air 
Force  units  as  much  as  there  is 
enforcement  of  the  standards 
governing  the  university. 

Strict  discipline  is  one  way  to 
maintain  order.  So  far  it  has 
worked  at  BYU  and  the  nation  is 
looking  on  with  interest  and 
admiration.  By  taking  a tough 
stand  on  dissenters,  the 
administration  has  allowed  the 
educational  process  to  continue 
without  disruption.

AMENDMENT  UNFAIR 
Editor, 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  arising 
out  of  an  inadequately  prepared 
amendment  which  created  the 
office  of  Executive  Vice-President 
but  failed  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  thereof,  we  oppose 
the  present  attempt  to  amend  the 
ASBYU  Constitution  on  the 
following  grounds: 

1 . The  initial  amendment 
providing  for  the  Executive 
Vice-President  to  be  elected  as  a 
running  mate  of  the  presidential 
candidate  was  rejected  by  the 
student  body. 

2.  The  subsequent  presentation 
of  the  amendment  in  election  was 
declared  unconstitutional. 

3.  Nominations  for  the  office 
were  accepted  along  with  other 
presidential  and  vice-presidential 
nominations. 

4.  Time  and  money  has  been 
expended  by  the  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Executive-Vice  President. 

5.  The  proposed  amendment  is 
untimely  and  unfair  to  those  who 
are  actively  seeking  the  office  in 
question. 

6.  If  the  amendment  is  passed, 
the  entire  election  for  President 
will  have  to  be  re-run  on  the  basis 


Meanwhile  the  ROTC  units  are 
continuing  with  complete 
endorsement.  More  than  600 
student  volunteers  have  joined  the 
Air  Force  and  Army  programs  this 
year- more  would  have  joined  but 
the  ceiling  had  to  be  set. 

President  Wilkinson  told  the 
student  body  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  “I  would  like  this  school 
to  show  its  patriotism  by  being 
recognized  as  having  the  best 
(ROTC)  units  in  the  country.” 

Not  only  the  units  have  become 
involved,  but  all  students  show 
their  patriotic  spirit  by  stopping  in 
their  tracks  when  the  national 
anthem  is  played  during  the  raising 
and  lowering  of  the  flag  each  day.

Woman  Pres.? 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-Prcsident 
Nixon  predicted  to  members  of  the 
league  of  Women  Voters  today  a 
woman  would  be  elected  president 
within  SO  years. 

“Certainly  in  the  next  50  years 
we  shall  see  a woman 
president-perhaps  sooner  than  you 
think,"  he  said  at  a White  House 
reception.  "A  woman  can  and 
should  be  able  to  do  any  political 
job  that  a man  can  do." 

Nixon  spoke  Wednesday  night  to 
another  women's  group  — the 
Republican  Women's 
Conference— and  promised  real 
progress  by  next  year  on  his  three 
“great  issue8'’-Peacc,  curbing 
inflation  and  restoring  law  and 
order. 

It  was  his  first  appearance  as 
President  before  a huge  party 
gathering  and  he  told  the  4,800 
guests:  “I  ask  you  women  here  to 
hold  me  and  all  my  Cabinet 
colleagues  responsible  on  these 
three  things." 

At  today's  session  with  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  Nixon 
issued  a proclamation  urging  all 
citizens  to  join  with  the  league  in 
celebrating  its  SOth  anniversary 
next  year. 

Press  Restrained 

MOSCOW  (AP)-The  Soviet 
press  has  been  relatively  restrained 
in  its  reaction  to  the  downing  of  a 
U.S.  Navy  reconnaissance  plane  off 
North  Korea. 

Dispatches  have  been  brief  and 
have  omitted  many  details, 
including  the  fact  that  Soviet 
warships  aid  in  the  search  for  the 
plane  and  its  31  crewmen.  Even  the 
fact  that  a Soviet  destroyer 
recovered  pieces  of  the  plane's 
wreckage  has  been  ignored. 

The  government  newspaper 
Izvestia  avoided  direct  comment.  It 
referred  to  "the  report”  that  the 
plane  was  shot  down  "over  the 
territory  of’  North  Korea.  This  is 
the  North  Korean  version.  The  U.S. 
version  is  that  the  plane  was  over 
international  waters  when 
attacked. 

An  Izvestia  dispatch  from 
Washington  took  note  of  some  calls 
for  a tough  U.S.  reaction  but  other 
congressmen-it  singled  out  Senate 
M^ority  Leader  Mike  Mansfield  as 
one-are  calling  on  the  Nixon 
administration  not  to  permit  such 
incidents. 

Husak  Named 

VIENNA  (AP)-Gustav  Husak 
has  been  appointed  Communist 
party  chief  in  Czechoslovakia,  the 
Bulgarian  news  agency  BTA  said 
today,  quoting  a report  by  its 
correspondent  in  Prague. 
Alexander  Dubcek,  whom  he 
replaced,  remained  a member  of 
new,  1 1 man  Presidium. 

The  BTA  report  said  Josef 
Smrkovsky,  one  of  the  popular 


liberals  in  the  Czechoslovak 
Communist  leadership,  has  been 
dropped  from  the  Presidium. 

The  new  Presidium  comprised, 
according  to  BTA : Premier  Oldrich 
Cernik,  Alexander  Dubcek,  Evzen 
Erban,  Stefan  Sadovski,  President 
Ludvik  Svoboda,  Lubomir 
Strougal,  Karel  Polacek,  Vasil 
Bilak,  Jan  Piller  and  Peter  Colotka. 

Sniper  Misses 

EL  QANTARA,  Occupied  Sinai 
(AP)-A  sniper's  bullet  scattered 
foreign  correspondents  at  a news 
conference  here  today,  missing  an 
Israeli  army  officer  by  inches. 

The  officer  was  standing  on  a 
veranda  as  he  briefed  newsmen  on 
the  banks  of  the  Suez  Canal,  200 
yards  from  the  Egyptian  front  line. 
The  bullet  slammed  into  a pillar  at 
the  officer's  left. 

This  correspondent  was  standing 
directly  to  the  right  of  the  soldier, 
and  AP  staff  photographer  Brian 
Calvert  was  behind  him. 

The  officer  commented  cooUy: 
"They  must  have  known  you  were 
coming." 

Three  more  sniper  shots 
followed.  The  Israelis  did  not 
return  the  fire. 

Communists  Meet 

PRAGUE  (AP)-With 
pro-Soviet,  old  guard  strength  on 
the  rise,  Czechoslovakia's 
Communist  party  Central 
Committee  met  today  in  crisis 
session. 

The  Central  Committee  met  in 
Prague  Castle,  overlooking  the 
capital,  following  a morning 
session  of  the  21 -man  Presidium  at 
party  headquarters. 

It  was  the  first  full-dress  Central 
Committee  session  since  March 
28-29  anti-Soviet  demonstrations 
throughout  the  country  plunged 
Czechoslovakia  into  a new  crisis 
with  Moscow  and  sharpened  the 
internal  struggle  between 
reformers  and  the  old  guard. 

The  session  opened  as  Prague’s 
municipal  Communist  party 
committee  issued  a sharp  warning 
against  "irresponsible  activities  of 
individuals  and  groups  who 
disorient  public  opinion,  increase 
political  tension  and  try  to 
influence  the  work  of  political 
organizations  through  the  spread 
of  rumors,  leaflets,  illegally 
organized  meetings  and  appeals." 


Nuclear  Threats -Laird 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-Sccrctary 
of  Defense  Melvin  R.  Laird  said 
today  the  Nixon  administration’s 
proposed  antiballistic  missile 
(ABM)  defense  would  give  the 
United  States  the  capability  to  deal 
with  major  nuclear  threats 
emerging  in  the  1970s. 

Laird  told  the  American  Society 
of  Newspaper  Editors  that  a major 
feature  of  the  Safe-guard  missile 
shield  is  that  it  would  give  the 
country  a number  of  options  for 
defending  U.S.  nuclear  deterrent 
forces  or  cities  against  various 
missile  assaults. 

The  defense  chief  had  nothing  to 
say,  in  his  prepared  remarks,  on 
North  Korea's  shooting  down  of  an 
unarmed  Navy  electronics  plane  in 
the  Sea  of  Japan. 

This  appeared  to  be  in  line  with 
the  administration’s  cautious 
attitude  on  how  the  Korean 
problem  should  be  dealt  with. 

MOSTLY  GENERAL 

For  the  most  part  Laird’s  speech 
dwelled  on  general  problems 
confronting  the  Pentagon  at  a time 
when  war  is  being  waged  in 
Vietnam,  defense  expenditures  are 
a matter  of  concern  and  the 
military  community  faces  a good 
deal  of  criticism  from  various 
quarters. 

Laird  defeiuled  the  decision  to 
go  ahead  with  a missile  defense, 
noting  that  the  Johnson 
administration  also  felt  it  necessary 
to  deploy  a missile  shield. 

He  said  nothing  would  please 
him  more  than  successful  arms 
talks, and  added: 

“But  until  that  success  is 
realized,  it  is  my  responsibility  as 
secretary  of  defense  to  ensure  that 
we  maintain  a credible  deterrent 
and  an  adequate  defense  posture." 

Laird  said  there  is  no  question 


today  about  the  U.S.  ability  to 
absorb  a nuclear  attack  and  still 
retaliate  against  the  attacker  with 
overwhelming  nuclear  power. 

"However,  the  potential  threat 
from  the  Soviet  Union  lies  in  the 
fact  that  it  is  building  at  a rapid  rate 
the  kinds  of  weapons  that  could  be 
used  to  erode  our  deterrent,”  Laird 
stated.  "From  the  Red  Chinese,  a 
potential  threat  lies  in  their 
growing  capability  to  build  a small 
ICBM  capacity  against  our  cities." 

Blasphemy 

Protested 

LONDON  (AP)-Christ  was 
depicted  on  British  television 
screens  Wednesday  night  as  a 
wild-eyed  desert  prophet  with 
tangled  hair  who  snarlingly  told  his 
disciples,  “Use  your  flaming 
heads,” 

"Go  on,  get  out  of  here,  you  nut 
case,"  Peter  told  Jesus  at  another 
point.  “You  ought  to  be  locked 
up.” 

“Nut  case?  You’re  right— I 
bloody  am,”  Christ  replied . 

Dennis  Potter  wrote  the 
90-minute  play,  “Son  of  Man,”  for 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corp.  It 
traced  the  life  of  Christ  from  his 
39th  day  in  the  wilderness  and 
ended  with  closeups  of  his  being 
whipped  and  the  nails  of  the 
crucifixion  being  driven  into  His 
hands. 

Colin  Blakely,  a star  of  the 
National  Theater,  played  Christ. 

Protest  calls  jammed  the  BBC 
switchboard,  and  hundreds  of 
viewers  called  London  newspapers, 
complaining  that  the  play  was 
blasphemous.

Saturday  will  be  the  last  chance 
to  see  BYU’s  powerful  cindermen 
against  a formidable  opponent  as 
the  Cats  battle  perennially  tough 
Abilene  Christian,  winner  of  six 
consecutive  conference  titles,  in 
Cougar  Stadium.  Field  events 
commence  at  12:30  p.m.  with  the 
pole  vault.  The  running  events  are 
slated  to  get  underway  at  1 :30  p.m. 

One  more  home  meet  will  follow 
against  Utah  State  May  17,  but  that 
duel  will  not  provide  nearly  as 
much  excitement  as  the  one  with 
the  Texans  Saturday. 

Some  outstanding  marks  should 
be  in  the  offing  considering  the 
competition  involved. 

MILE  RELAY 

The  mile  relay  will  be  of 
particular  interest  as  the  Cats  are 
pulling  out  all  stops  in  hopes  of 
dethroning  the  Texans.  The  Cat 
foursome  of  Ralph  Mann,  Jim 
Blaisdell,  Gary  Tipton  and  either 
Paul  Hackett,  Gary  Thacker  or 
Tom  Bonin  plan  to  be  at  their  best 
for  the  day’s  final  event. 

Mann  will  not  run  his  specialty, 
the  440  yard  intermediate  hurdles, 
so  that  he  will  have  all  his  strength 
for  the  relay.  He  will  need  it  as  the 
opposing  anchorman,  Roger 
Colglazier,  has  one  of  nation’s  best 
times  at  46.7  for  the  440  yard  dash. 
Blaisdell  will  run  the  220  yard  dash 
instead  of  the  grueling  440  yard 
dash  to  conserve  his  strength  for 
the  relay. 

Currently  the  Cats  have  a 3 : 1 1 .6- 
clocking  for  the  event.  A mark  of 
3:11.0  or  better  is  needed  to 
qualify  for  the  NCAA 
championships  in  June. 


With  the  competition  which  the 
Texans  will  provide,  the  Cats 
should  be  able  to  better  the 
qualifying  standard  and  perhaps 
even  come  close  to  the  school  mark 
of  3:08.2  set  at  the  NCAA  meet  in 
1964. 

Last  week  the  Abilene  foursome 
blazed  to  a 3:08.3  clocking  at  the 
Texas  Relays  to  rank  as  one  of  the 
top  quartets  in  the  nation. 

BERGESONS  READY 

Steve  and  Stan  Bergeson,  Cat 
middle  distance  aces,  will  have  the 
competition  required  to  push  them 
to  a fast  time  in  the  880  yard  run. 
Steve  is  undefeated  in  the  half  mile 
this  year-as  is  Abilene’s  half  mile 
ace  Fred  Crawford.  Either  or  both 
Bergesonsare  also  possible  entrants 
in  the  mile. 

The  sprints  and  sprint  relay 
should  also  provide  plenty  of  thrills 
in  the  running  events. 

The  top  duel  in  the  field  events 


will  be  in  the  discus  where  two  men 
who  have  tossed  the  platter  over 
180  feet  will  collide.  Cougar  Mike 
Hoffman  is  undefeated  thus  far  and 
might  be  forced  to  break  his  school 
record  of  184  feet  4%  inches  to 
stay  that  way.

Take  On  Utah  Redskins  Today

BYU’s  golfers  are  looking 
forward  to  today’s  match  with 
Utah  at  the  Riverside  Country 
Club,  having  sharpened  their 
drivers  and  putters  in  a 20-7 
trouncing  of  Weber  State 
Wednesday. 

The  Cougars  will  be  favored  over 
the  Utes  in  the  1:30  p.m.  meet. 
According  to  latest  reports,  the 
weatherman  intends  to  cooperate 
by  providing  excellent  golf 
weather. 

In  Wednesday’s  match,  the 
Cougars  gained  revenge  for  a 
one-point  loss  to  the  Wildcats  last 
week. 


Don  Hawken  led  the  team  to  the 
win.  His  3-under  par  69  earned 
medalist  honors  for  the  day.  He 
was  the  only  golfer  on  the  course  to 
break  par,  and  the  only  BYU  team 
member  who  finished  without  a 
round  over  par. 

Mike  Shafer  and  Ken  Pettingill 
led  Weber  with  par  72’s. 

But  it  was  the  unheralded  section 
of  the  BYU  team  that  earned  the 
victory. 

In  the  final  foursome.  Rusty 
Guernsey  and  Jack  Chapman 
combined  to  gather  nine  points 
while  shutting  their  opposition 
out. 


And  in  the  second  group, 
Hawken  and  Mitch  Voges  won 
seven  of  the  nine  points.  Hawken’s 
2V4  to  victory  over  Pettingill  led 
to  a 3-0  best  ball  score  while  Voges 
halved  with  Shafer. 

In  the  top  foursome,  Ray  Leach 
and  Lane  Bennett  played  below  par 
golf,  in  terms  of  their  potential. 
Their  scores  were  above  par  and 
they  were  edged.  5-4,  by  their 
Weber  rivals  Jim  Linke  and  Terry 
Monson. 

Leach  took  individual  honors 
from  Monson  by  a 2H-16  count,  but 
Bennett  dropped  his  battle  to 
Linke,  2-1 .

Rinse  off  the  suds,  wipe  with 
a damp  cloth,  then  a dry  soft 
clean  cloth.  “It  is  never  neces- 
sary to  oil  leather,  he  adds.”

Pardoe  asked,  “Who  were  the  men 
who  contributed  to  its  inception 
and  growth  from  a training  school 
and  academy  to  a university?’*  It 
soon  became  evident  to  him  that 
several  volumes  would  be 
necessary.

The  other  divisions  fall  under  the 
presidencies  of  Benjamin  Cluff  Jr., 
Dr.  George  H.  Brimhall,  Dr.

The  students  and  faculty  who 
have  come  under  the  leadership  of 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  open 
up  another  era  and  will  be  included 
in  another  volume,  Dr.  Pardoe 
indicates  in  his  forward.  President 
Wilkinson  himself  is  written  up  as  a 
student  under  Dr.  Brimhall. 

VOLUMES 

“The  struggle  to  keep  the  school 
operative  (in  the  early  days)  is  a 
heroic  tale  and  only  the  revealed 
lives  of  some  of  these  educational 


pioneers  could  adequately  tell  this 
story,”  Dr.  Pardoe  writes.  “Events 
and  buildings  are  chiefly  the 
products  of  men;  the  evolution  of 
B.Y.  Academy  to  a 
world-renowned  university  relates 
stories  of  sacrifices  and  loyalty 
seldom  matched  by  any  similar 
institution.” 

Dr.  Pardoe  founded  the 
Department  of  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts  at  BYU  and  was  its 
chairman  until  1952,  producing 
over  500  plays  and  operas.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  first  Student 
Union  Fund.
